Instantly—that is, as soon 
as she had recovered—big 
Virginie 
grasped her pail of soapsuds and 
strided across the stage after Granger. 
The latter grabbed up her skirts and 
started to run. 
Rigl increased her 
speed, overtook Gm'owg, and drenched 
her from head to foot with the nasty 
water. Then the two ladies disregard- 
ed the rules of the prize ring and 
clinched. 
They pulled each other's 
hair, they scratched each other's faces, 
they tore each other's clothes, they 
called each other names, and they 
would perhaps have seriously injured 
each other if they had been permitted 
to have their own own way. 
But the 
curtain was rung down soon enough 
however. 
Carpenters and scene-shif^t- 
ars rushed upon the stage, and the 
belligent females were separated. Ex- 
postulations on the part of the man- 
ager followed.
